4-8779). It should be noted that the neighborhood in which 
Subject* 6 business is located is fairly destitute and that the 
fact of the undersigned's visit did not go unnoticed by many 
hundred neighbors who were all outdoors trying to finds breath 
of cool air. She meeting extended from 1905 hours to 1935 hours 
and no plans for another meeting were made at this time.

2. In line with the comments previously made concerning 
the neighborhood it Is suggested that any future meetings be 
held away from the office which is a gaudily painted red, first 
floor, double -windowed enterprise most of which Is fully visible 
from the sidewalk* There is a curtained-ofT area in the rear of 
the offloe and this may be the living quarters of Subjects.

5* C 3. (male) is an olive ccraplected male with 

receedlng hairline who appears 4o'lsh, 5 ‘9" tall and IJjO pounds 
heavy • 3# was casually dressed in slacks and a shirt which was 
tie-less and with sleeves rolled. His wife was store carefully 
dressed, and appeared fairly well made-up. She is on the plurap- 
ish side hut nevertheless, her animated fact and manner made her 
appear fairly attractive* She appeared to be the moving spirit 
of the organisation.

6. Following the social amentia the undersigned gave Subjects 
a review of the defined security briefing which had previously been 
given them before their KSPSKIH trip of 1961. Subjects were told 
that this was being done since the United States Governiaent was 
more interested in their trip in view of past services rendered 
and that, in view of the treaty test-ban, it appeared to be a 
good time to be travelling in the U.S.S.R. She undersigned 
covered the following points? 
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7* Subjects indicated that they had neither questions or 
pretelatas to discuss and only a alenlmai worry about th» trip’s 
successful ending. They have briefed all the members of their group 
and expect no problems* 

8. The following consents were made by 

a. Ihturist no longer requires the revocation of 
Soviet citizenship as a travel prerequisite and as a result 
this year for the first time the tons will ruilude four 
Ukranlan refugees from the post-war era* If they return

c. One of the D.P.*x is going to visit her daughter and 
toe traveller Is quite apprehensive and could be a problem 
having never travelled as a tourist.

d. In 1961 C 3 (wife) was so soared as she 

approached Customs In Moscow that she rolled seme Beds kin 
notes into a ball and in true tradition swallowed thee. 

She feels she recalled all of the data on the notes during 
her debriefing. 

e. j(L 3I(wife) became quite friendly with her 
laturist guide during the 1961 trip -enabled dher to attend 
an exhibition of Preach ard "for fereigness only". Subject's 
feel that toe zitennly of the Custom's processing depends 

in great part on the type of report submitted by the 
laturist guide. 

f . During previous visits to I4R5V, Subjects have always 
been assigned toe same room and they are curious as to 
whether this will be the case during their current txrip. 

They admitted having spesnt a certain effort In trying to 
find any audio devices or double mirrors in their room in 
LVOV and wm^told not to do so this time but to simply assume 
that all "duty trials" were being used against than. 

g. During her previous trip Subjects kept volumlnua notes 

on the trip Including cards on all of the troubles -rooms 
assigned etc. Shis caused some suspicion to be oast in Subject's 
direction and [ 3 wife) was asked to turn over the 

cards, etc* to toe Xnturlet guide. They were later returned, 

h. During the previous trip toe Soviets bad mentioned 
they did not wish to grant any hospitality t© traitors and 
Subjects agreed with this position. (C.O. Comment t to check 
for reaction, toe undersigned stated that Christ bad granted 
hospitality to a traitor, Judes, at one of the most inpartagant 
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events la history £L ^3 (wife) turned a bright red 

and said "tou are right". She shcsuld be a good reactor on 
the "box".) 

i. Subject* revealed that they were being allowed to eater 
areas to which others had previously been forbidden la the 
IM.S.fU aad were sasevhat suprlsed to hear that ae "operational 
photographs” were desired.
